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Religion In School Issue Breaks Out 








Here’s The First Eruption: 
Hanuka Barred In Classrooms 


NEW HYDE PARK (P-O) -- 
Resentment over the _ ruling 
barring Hanuka celebrations 
from the schools here if they in- 
terferred with Christmas pro- 
grams has abated somewhat, 
but not altogether, with an ad- 
mission by the school board pres- 
ident that the choice of his 
words in the decision was un- 
fortunate. 

In the original statement, Dr. 
Frank E. Picci@mo was reported 
to have said that Hanuka “should 
not be discusseq in the class- 
rooms at a time when it would 
interfere with the Christmas 
season.” - 

Clarifying the original state- 
ment, made after a meeting of 
the school board last week, Dr. 
Picciano said he had spoken 
without preparation and_ that 
the views were “purely person- 
al.” 


He asserted that “the board 
has no policy of its own in the 
matter” and that it is “merely 
trying to follow policies laid 
down by the state education’ de- 
partment.” 

Representatives of six Jewish 





organizations after a meeting 
on the matter, issued a state- 
ment terming the school board’s 
action outrageous and contain- 
ing overtones of uncalled - for 
hostility to the Jewish residents 
of New Hyde Park.

UJA DELEGATES FACED WITH

NEW YORK (P-O) — Import- 
ant decisions in two areas faced 
delegates to the annual United 
Jewish Appeal Conference here 
Starting Friday.

DEFENSE IN BOMBING TRIAL

ATLANTA, Ga. (P-O) — De- 
fense attorneys for the first of 
five men to stand trial for the 
$200,000 bombing of The Temple 
here have indicated clearly that 
their aim will be to involve the 
entire Jewish community in the 
trial. 

THAT THIS may not be too 
successful was seen from the re- 
sponse of Judge Durwood T. Pye 
to a question put to a prospec- 
tive juror by one of the defense 
attorneys. Judge Pye told the 
attorney that “the Jewish race 
isn’t on trial in this case.” 

James R. Venable sought to 
have the court subpoena the 
membership list of -the B'nai 
B’rith in the state of Georgia, con- 
tending that the Order and its 
Anti-Defamation League “are in- 
terlocked and owned and oper- 
ated by the Jewish race.” 

FIRST TO stand trial is George 
Allen Bright, 31. Four others in- 
dicted along with him will be 
tried later. 

The men were indicted under 





a 1897 law forbidding bombings 
which could bring the death 
penalty. 





Navy Denies Plea

NEW YORK (P-O) — Exami- 
nations for the Naval Reserve 
Officers Training Corps, held an- 
nually on the Sabbath, were the 
subject of a second protest let- 
ter from the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America (Orthodox), this 
week. :

BASIS OF THE controversy 
ig the ruling in Jewish law that 
the child of a non-Jewish moth- 
er must be converted to Juda- 
ism before he can officially be 
recognized as a Jew. Converse- 
ly, anyone born to a Jewish 
mother, regardless of the fa- 
ther’s religion, is recognizeg ag 
a Jew under Talmudic law. 

The issue became acute with 
the influx of Polish immigrants 
do Israel in the last 18 months. 
Many of the wives of the im- 
migrants were non-Jews, and 
Israeli officials sought a way to 
list the children of these mar- 
riages as Jews. 


THE TEXT of the letter from 
the three cabinet ministers — 
Ben-Gurion, Bar Yehuda and 
Pinhas Rosen — made public in 
Israel—asked the recipients to 
keep in mind that persons of an- 
other faith married to Jews gen- 
erally convert to Judaism on 
immigrating to Israel. 

The letter pointed out that the 
Israel Declaration of Independ- 
ence guaranteed freedom of con- 
science and religion and ex- 
pressly forbids religious com- 
pulsion of any sort. 


THE THIRD POINT raised 
by the letter was the need to 
create one nation and the avoid- 
ance of anything which might 
tend to rend the nation asunder,

secular definition of the term 
Jew, Mr. Ben-Gurion, through 
an open letter to the press, 
chided the former Minister, re- 
minding him that it was as ime 
portant for a responsible relig- 
ious leader to speak the truth 
as to guard against the eating 
of pork. The Prime Minister 
said that, as a matter of fact, 
his cabinet offered to postpone 
action on the status of children 
of mixed marriages until a rul- 
ing on the issue has been made 
by a commission of Jewish 
scholars.

NEW YORK (P-O)—Doggedly 
refusing to give up, the Ameri 
can Jewish Congress this week 
filed an appeal in its claim that 
Aramco, the Arabian American 
Oil Co., refuses to hire Jews.

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New York State Commission 
Against Discrimination which 
ruled that Aramco could con- 
tinued to screen out Jews for 
employment in Saudi Arabia. 

The New York State Commis- 
sion has ruled that Aramco is 
exempt under the “bona fide oc- 
cupational qualification” and 
quoted a letter from the U. S. 
State Department which declared 
that a ruling against Aramco 
“would prejudice the company’s 
operations” in Saudi Arabia. The 
State Department added that 
such a ruling would “probably 
adversely affect other U. S. in- 
terests there as well.”

JERUSALEM (P-O) — Most 
knowledgeable circles in Israei 
were laughing up their sleeves. 
some hoped for the best and 
the National Religious Party 
and the Chief Rabbinate—in ef. 
fect a wing of the Party — 
fumed last week after the Cabi- 
net announced it had “decided 
to co-opt Rabbi Y. M. Toledano 
as Minister for Religious Af- 
fairs” to fill the post vacated 
last July by Mr. Moshe Hayim 
Shapiro. 

Mr. Shapiro had resigned to- 
gether with Dr. Joseph Burg, 
who represented the National 
Religious Party in the Cabinet 
as Minister of Posts, when the 
Cabinet approved a simple dec- 
laration of Jewish nationality 
for the Israeli Identity Card 
registration as a Jew. Mr. Sha- 
piro is now touring the U.S. to 
raise money for the Nationa! 
Religious Party’s forthcoming 
election campaign. 


Those who laughed at Rabbi 
Toledano’s nomination to the 
Cabinet were pleased at this 
“comeuppance” to the National 





Religious Party, which many 
even in religious circles believe 
has made religion in Israel a 
strictly party affair. At the 
same time they were pleased at 
this latest gambit of “the old 
man,” as Prime Minister Ben- 
Gurion is affectionately known, 
ir preparation for next year’s 
national elections. For the cyn- 
ics see the nomination of Rabbi 
Toledano, 78, and not: especially 
noted as a communal leader, as 
rothing more than a bid to win 
for Mapai the country’s grow- 
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ing Oriental and Sefardi elec- 
torate. 


For if Rabbi Toledano, a re- 
spected scholar, is “non-polit- 
ical’ in that he has heretofore 
not been identified with any 
carty, few seriously expect 
him to be an effective Minis- 
<er, 


Those who hoped for the 
best, and these included reli- 
gious Circles who last July we'- 
comed the National Religious 
Party’s exit from politics, felt 
that despite his age, Rabbi 
Toledano was an_ experienced 
religious leader—he had served 
as Rabbi of Tangiers, Cairo 
and Alexandria before return- 
ing to his native Palestine to 
accept the appointment as Se- 
fardi Chief Rabbi of Tel Aviv 
in 1939—in full possession of 
his mental and physical vigor. 
They also pointed to his long 
renown as a scholar—he is au- 
thor of several dozen works of 
Jewish scholarship. They 
notably since the National Re- 
stressed that, just as Rabhi 
Toledano has in recent months, 
ligious Party has left the Gov- 


ernment, but also during the 
Party’s reign, often expressed 
independent views on_ religio- 
political matters, he will as 
Minister also be able to keep 
Mapai in check. 

The chances are now very 
good, they believed, that reli- 


gion will once and for all cease 
to be a political commodity in 
Israel, to be traded at intra- 
and intra-party councils and te 
be displayed in full regalia only 
at election or crisis time. The 
worst that may come to pass, 
they believe, is that the Na- 
tional Religious Party will now 
also be forced to pay atten- 
tion to matters of foreign af- 
fairs, economic policy, etc., and 
that religious Jews ang all 
other citizens of Israel will now 
be able to choose their parties 
on other issues than’ which 
mode of prayer is to be al- 
lowed in the synagogues. 

And if many of Rabbi Tole- 
dano’s associates and friends 
called on him in his Tel Aviv 
home last Sunday evening to 
drink “I'hayim” to him, and 
if Rabbi Isaac Nissim, the Se- 
fardi Chief Rabbi of Israel—a 
maverick in his own right —

the Government. By now enier- 
ing the Government, they de- 
clared, he will be undermining 
the authority of the Chief Rab- 
binate in Jewish-legal matterg 
and will, in effect, cover up for 
the Government in any anti- 
religious decisions it may wish 
ta take. 

All circles—some in cynicism, 
some in wrath, and most in 
trepidation—felt that Mr _ Bens 
Gurion deliberately and Rabbi 
Toledano unknowingly were 
Flaying a dangerous game, 
that of setting group against 
group, the Sefardim against 
the Ashkenazim. One of the 
sore issues in intercommunal 
and interparty relations has 
been the low pay received 
from the Ministry for Religious 
Affairs by rabbis of the largely 
Oriental and Sefardi immi- 
grant settlements. When Mr. 
Shapiro, as Minister, tried 4 
number of times to receive 4 
budget increase to raise rabbi- 
nical salaries, he was told hy 
the fiscal authorities—Mapai— 
that the Government could not 
afford it. 


Two weeks ago Mr. Ben-Gure 
ion, in his capacity as Acting 
Minister for Religious Affairs, 
suddenly announced that the 
salaries of “Sefardi Rabbi and

NEW YORK (P-O)—The Re- 
form movement has “been de- 
luged from all sides with ap- 
peals for counsel, guidance and 
material assistance as a result 
of the growing number of vio- 
lent attacks on synagogue build- 
ings,” it was asserted by A. B. 
Polinsky, chairman of the com- 
bined campaign of the Hebrew 
Union College-Jewish Institute 
of Religion and the Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. 


IN A LETTER which declared 
that the UAHC has “been dis- 
persing its staff to consult with 
congregation,” Polinsky said this 
caused an unforseen drain on 
its already meager financial re- 
sources.” 

The warning that worse days 
are alfead was issued by Polin- 
sky, who wrote that although 
we hope these attacks will die 
out, our “Jewish experience 
forewarns us that more serious 
troubles may lie ahead and that 
we may yet be involved in a 
struggle for survival.” 


URGING adequate funds for 
intensification of religious and 
communal programs, the letter 
stated that welfare funds 
throughout the U. S. had con- 
tributed less to the Reform fund- 
raising effort in each of the past 
three years. It called for a re- 
versal of this trend and urged 
Jewish community leaders “to

The author knows little of Yid- 
dish or Judaism; he has one 
character blown to death by a 
mine because he would not light 
a flashlight on the Sabbath to 
preserve his life. But the story 
is intensely readable, and pro- 
vides one of the best depictions 
ef the young state’s military tri- 
bulations to come out of the 
conflict. 


SIGMUND FREUD AND THE 
JEWISH MYSTICAL TRADI. 
TION, by David Bakan, $5.50 
(Van Nostrand). 


It is Dr. Bakan’s contention 
that the milieu of Kabbala, Zo- 
har, Hassidism, messianism, and 
all their cognate elements in 
Judaism gave rise to Freud’s 
psychoanalytic discoveries and 
assumptions. To this end, he pre- 
sumes that current anti-Semit- 
ism controlled Freud’s thoughts 
and their expression, and that 
the wild conjectures of “Moses 
and Monotheism” were not er- 
rors but wilful defense mechan- 
isms. 


The book is valuable for its 
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scholarly portions, on Jewish 
mysticism (from Scholem and 
others), on false Messiahs, and 
similar historical and .specula- 
tive material, but there is too 





much straining in trying to fit 
the mystique of psychoanalysis | 
into that mold. Mystical ideas, 
are always prevalent; Freud had | 
some Jewish education and did 
not deny his origin, but his later 
interest in authentic Judaism 
was slight; and in general Prof. 
Bakan’s aim is to fit facts, tor- 
tured if need be, into a theory. 
His book, however, though com- 
pounded of information and ima- 
gination, is a highly valuable 
contribution to Freudiana.

Anyone who has lived through the past 25 to 35 years 
of American Jewish history, and has either watched it 
closely as a professional reporter, or actually played a 
role of his own in that history, will note the tremendous 
forward movement toward maturity of the U. S. Jewish 
community in that time. 

THIS IS EXACTLY what Maurice Bisgyer, who has 
rounded out 20 devoted years as a professional—he’s now 
executive vice-president—in B’nai B’rith has to say in 
an interview with Bernard Simon, public relations director 
of the organization. 

Three paragraphs from the interview give you in a 
kernel the development of the Jewish community from 
one controlled by Jewish giants, to what we have today 
where to a great extent an alert Jewish community, fully 
aware of its role in Jewish history, led—but not by the 
nose—by men of dedication and devotion has assumed 
leadership in world Jewry. 

BISGYER HAS this to say: 

“The oldtimers appeared to be giants because 
there were so few of them. And, in a sense, they 
were—articulate and resourceful men who stayed in 
the limelight. They wanted Jewish unity, but each 
one on his own terms. I don’t challenge their place 
in history. But it was worth your ego to be in the 
same room with too many of them at once. 

“The present leadership is much more representa- 
tive of the Jewish community. It is less self-expressive 
and more responsive to its constituents. Its efforts for 
K'lal Yisroel are more effective these days. 

“The most constructive period in Jewish life over 
the past 20 years is right now. There is a growing 
sense of accomplishment and maturity in the com- 
munity. The goals we talk about today would have 
been dismissed as impossible a generation ago.” 


CAN YOU FIGURE THIS OUT? 


Why is it that at any national Jewish convention 
one of the greatest Jewish contributions to civilization— 
the Sabbath—is almost always ignored by the delegates? 

WHY IS IT that busy executives of some of the larg- 
est industries and commercial enterprises in the U. S. will 
give up three or four days for a Jewish convention, but 
not the hour or 90 minutes for a prayer service at the 
same convention? 

This is a paradox which this paper is not the first 
to note. 

YET IT DOES seem ridiculous. 

When the national board of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee met in New Orleans recently, it scheduled two 
meetings for Friday night. Not one of the big men of this 
fine organization went to services, and among them was 
the chairman of the board of one of our major rabbinical 
seminaries. 

AT THE GENERAL assembly of the Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare Funds in Washington, D. C., 
the highlight of the convention was missed by most of 
the hundreds of delegates. The highlight was one of the 
finest sermons of the year, delivered by Rabbi Lou Silber- 
man of Vanderbilt University. 

Maybe 100 delegates who were fortunate to attend 
the services heard the sermon. 

Business men are said to be guided only by cold, hard 
facts, in deciding on actions in the business world. 

WHAT THEN IS the sense of working for Jewish 
causes if one ignores altogether what makes these causes 
worth working for? If Judaism isn’t the reason, and the 
preservation of Jews and Judaism the sole business of 
all Jewish organizations, then what is? 


WE CAN DO WITHOUT THIS 


Any national Jewish organization which is a mem- 
bership body, invariably publishes a greeting from the 
President of the United States on the occasion of its annual 
convention. 

THIS HAS ONLY one purpose now, since the impres- 
siveness of a message from the Chief Executive has long 
lost any meaning, and this is as a paragraph for publicity 
purposes in the daily papers. 

There was a time, we suppose, when Jews needed 
the confirmation that a message of the President gave 
them to bolster up their morale as equal citizens of the 
U. S. But fortunately, by now, this phase of American 
Jewish life has passed. 

IT MIGHT BE well for our national Jewish organiz- 
ations to understand this. 
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While in New York last week, we paid 
our first visit to the Herzl institute, which 
more Jews should know about. 

This is an education arm of the Jewish 
Agency, which conducts forums, issues a pub- 
lication—Midstream—and has a full staff con- 
cerned on a non-denominational basis with 
spreading Jewish knowledge. 


THE INSTITUTE is expertly conducted, 
and is a valuable educational adjunct of the 
Jewish community, in that it has no axe to 
grind, and is given a pretty free hand, even 
if it is supported solely from funds of the 
Jewish Agency. 

The evening we attended a talk at the 
institute, Dr. Maurice Perlzweig, head of the 
foreign relations division of the World Jewish 
Congress, was the speaker, To add to the zest 
of the meeting, Charles Roth, executive editor 
of The POST and OPINION, and S. Dingol, 
editor of The Day-Jewish Journal, were also 
on the program to challenge whatever they 
felt might be open to criticism in Dr. Perl- 
zweig’s talk on “Agenda for World Jewry.” 


DR. PERLZWEIG is an _ accomplished 
speaker, and a profound thinker, but if we 
were Dr. Nahum Goldmann, who is his boss 
as president of the World Jewish Congress 
we'd make sure that Dr, Perlzweig made no 
public addresses. 


WE’VE HEARD Dr. Goldmann speak so 
many times in the past few years that we 
hardly can count the number. He’s like Abba 
Eban in the sense that you can hear Dr. Gold- 
mann over and over again and never end 
marvelling at his wonderful grasp of various 
questions, and his ability to clothe his discus- 
sions in such facile language and with such 
great forensic skill. 


WE HEARD Dr. Goldmann in Montreal 
before the Canadian Jewish Congress set forth 


his view that until there was some agreement 
between the East and West on the Mideast 
no peace was possible in this vital area of 
the world. Later many other top diplomats 
adopted this same view. Since then we've 
followed Dr. Goldmann’s various talks and 
always marvelled at his freedom from cant 
and his willingness to throw overboard what 
heretofore has been an almost traditional Jew- 
ish view on world politics, etc. 

After we heard Dr. Perlzweig, we know 
who it was that discusses in advance ap- 
proaches to problems with Dr. Goldmann. 


IT GAVE US an almost eerie feeling to 
be looking at Dr. Perizweig’s scholarly face 
and hearing Nahum Goldmann’s views. No 
doubt the two confer on these matters, and 
no doubt because they have the same general 
outlook, there is a meeting of minds on their 
feeling of what the needs are as far as Jewish 
activity is concerned in connection with world 
Jewish problems.

If only Antiochus Epiphanes were a rea- 


sonable man, with only a touch of Socrates’ 
compassion! If only the zealots who rallied 
around Mattathias were graced with a little 
of Koheleth’s permissive, both-sides-of-the- 
street philosophy, the world might have been 
OR Se spared much agony and our 
western civilization might 
have been rid of some of its 
most neurotic conflicts! 

But man in the mass pre- 
fers, it seems, to be swung 
like a pendulum from one 
excess to its opposite and to 
remain, like Sisyphus, for- 
ever beyond the reach of that 

, cool delicious mean. Nerissa 
Rabbi Weinstein was wise beyond her years 
when she counselled Portia: “And yet for 
aught I see, they are as sick that surfeit with 
too much as they that starve with nothing. 
It is no mean happiness, therefore, to be seat- 
ed in the mean.” 


BECAUSE OF the failure of Japhet to live 
amicably in the tents of Shem, and of Shem 
to bear gracefully the beauty of Japhet, west- 
ern man is still confronted with the prickly 
task of harmonizing within his mind and soul 
the heritages of Greece and of Israel. Greece 
opened for posterity the superb gift of the 
aesthetic imagination. She captured the in- 
nate rhythms of nature in forms of imperish- 
able beauty. She imposed on neutral space 
the glory of the singing line and taught the 
eye to see and the ear to hear beauty where 
there had been only space and time. 

Israel placed on nature the mantle of God's 
purpose and on man the imperative of ethical 
choice. He humanized the raw material of 
nature and placed the harness of moral pur- 
pose on the energies of man. He made duty 
a form of holiness and sublimated the instincts 
into the service of God. 


WESTERN MAN has shuttled between his 
Greek moods and his Hebraie moods, since 
Christianity has seldom succeeded in properly 
harmonizing the Hellenie and Hebraie forces 
within it. He has given complete rein to the 
aesthetic imagination, so that it became an ir- 
responsible paganism, and im more recent 
times, an amoral bohemianism; when form wag 
its own excuse for being, irrelevant both te 


content and purpose, and often contemptuous, 
if not hostile to ethical content and moral pur- 
pose. Periodic reactions to this excess have 
shadowed history with puritanic aridity and 
grim asceticism, when grace was vain and 
beauty deceitful. 

What hideous contrasts there were between 
the soul sweeping beauty of the Gothic spire 
and the ugly sores of the mendicants and 
flagellants who gathered before the doors of 
medieval cathedrals! Not only aesthetic imagin- 
ation but the search for truth has been hoisted 
on the horns of this dilemma. We have en- 
dured epochs when the intellect of western man 
became the chambermaid of theology and re- 
active periods when science became divorced 
not only from theology but from morality. The 
organization recently of thre “Society for So- 
cial Responsibility in Science” is a case in point. 

As we approach the festival of lights and 
rejoice in the Maccabean triumph, can we af- 
ford to be mature enough to mingle our joy 
with a little sadness and indulge in the hope 
that in the ongoing struggle between the aes- 
thetic imagination and moral restraint, we may 
learn to embrace both in the educated heart, so 
that at last the beauty of Japhet may abide 
contentedly in the tents of Shem?

HAIFA—I recall statistics issued not long ago 
indicating that the Israelis are the most movie-going 
people in the world. There is no television; people 
don’t have cars with which to go on long trips, and 
besides you can’t go very far in this little country. 
Hence, an evening at the cinema is by far the most 
popular form of entertainment. 

Leave it to the minister of finance to exploit 
that fact. Another statistical fact which his stuck in 

% my mind is that Israelis pay the 
highest entertainment tax in the 
world on their cinema tickets. 

THAT DOES NOT stop them 
from crowding the movie-houses. 
In the first 10 months of 1958 no 
less than 395 films were brought 
into the country. In first place, as 
might be expected, were Ameri- 
can pictures. The reader may be 
‘ surprised to learn, however, that 

Alpert German-speaking films took sec- 
ond place. German is the mother tongue of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Israelis, and fluent though 
they may have become in Hebrew, they still find re- 
laxation in a movie which they can watch and listen 
to without the slightest linguistic strain. 

Let’s go to the cinema tonight. First require- 
ment is to purchase tickets in advance, because all 
seats are reserved. The price scale varies, depending 
on the location of the seats. The first rows closest 
to the screen are the cheapest, and the rate goes up 
the further back one sits. The really expensive 
seats are in the balcony. A fellow who takes his 
girl to the pictures had better get balcony seats or 
she won’t think much of him, 








TICKETS ARE printed blank, and the cashier 
fills in the date and seat number from a seating 
plan in front of him. That slows down the sale of 
course, and explains the long lines at the box 
offices. 


The average movie house plays two performances, 
one at seven in the evening and the other at nine. 
Many put on afternoon performances, mainly for 
the children, and at lower prices, of course. Adults 
will seldom attend the matinees, for one can’t hear 
what is being said on the screen. Since the children 
don’t understand English or German or whatever 
other language is being spoken, they concentrate 
only on their visual observation of the picture and 
of the Hebrew version of the dialogue as printed 
concurrently on the bottom of the screen, Under 
these circumstances they can crack peanuts, rattle 
paper bags, or carry on loud conversations with 
their neighbors without in the least disturbing their 
enjoyment of what is going on. As far as they are 
concerned, this might just as well be a silent pic- 
ture, 


AS USUAL, THE newsreel comes first. The 
less said about this the better. The “latest” news 
may. often be as much as three or four months old. 
In an attempt to make both ends meet, the local 
newsreel companies include commercial sequences, 
and often make poor attempts to disguise the pic- 
tures as “news.” Practically any organization, insti- 
tution or agency can get its convention, public cere- 
mony or other event included in the newsreel upon 
payment of 300 or 500 Israel pounds or more to 
the newsreel company. 


We finally get to the feature event. Cinema- 
Scope has come to Israel, and the wide screen is

popular, but Cinerama, or Todd-AO, or other forms 
of the super-gigantic screen are unknown here. 


HALF WAY THROUGH the picture there is 
an intermission. Before the lights go up we are 
treated to a succession of advertising slides recom- 
mending beauty parlors, haberdashery stores, ciga- 
rettes or various other brands of local products. 
During the 10 minute break that follows, aboat 20 
per cent of the audience goes out for a smoke. The 
others relax in their seats, or buy refreshments 
from the little boys who run up and down the 
aisles. Chocolate-covered ice cream bars, or orange 
drinks are the popular offerings. 


The lights blink once or twice, the youngsters 
scamper out of sight, the audience files back into 
place, with the usual quota of late comers who ob- 
struct vision as they fumble for their seats in the 
dark, and the picture resumes, while we struggle 
to recall where the break had come, and what the 
transition is. Some day a daring theatre operator 
here will break with tradition and offer a picture 
straight through without an interruption, despite 
the loss of revenue from intermission sales. 


AND SO WE see the picture through to its end. 
Sometimes we make a game of comparing the He- 
brew and French subtitles with the spoken English, 
though that obviously detracts from concentration 
on the plot. Good pictures are not slow in coming 
here. On various screens last week were “The Bra- 
vadoes;” scheduled for early showing is “Around 
the World in 80 Days.” Other random pictures now 
showing are “Ten North Frederick,” “Pal Joey” 
and “Bridge on the River Kwai’—not to mention 
revivals of “The Jolson Story” and “Gone With the 
Wind.”
